Geverat Grayt as A Srratecist.—The 
New York Times, in speculating on the 
new plan of the Southwestern campaign, 
refers to Grant’s bold initiative and 
bread combinations as almost new in 
the history of war. After speaking of 
the cases where we have allowed the-en- 
emy to seize the initiative, and thus place 
us on the defensive, the Times says : 

Instead of passively standing still to 
let the rebels work at their will, mature 
their plans and marshal their forces, we 
find him seizing the initiative in a mili- 
tary combination of such colossal pro- 
portions and unparalleled bolduess as to 
make it pardonable if neither the public 
nor the press has yet been able to rise to 
the hight of its appreciation. For the 
first time in the history of the war we 
have the promise, in the coming cam- 
paign, of combination on a grand scale. 
Indeed, it is now for the first time ren- 
dered possible, by the union of the seve- 
ral Wertern armies that have hitherto 
been operating on the independent lines 
for independent objects, without either 
correlation of plan or co-operation in ex- 
ecution, under the supreme control of 
General Grant. It is not to be wonder- 
ed at that a public whose experience has 
been restricted to individual and _isola- 
ted moves should fail to take in a “sys- 
tem of operations, in which columns 
moving from the Mississippi, frem the 
Gulf, from Chattanooga, shall play their 
respective parts in the grand combina- 
tion. Wehave already indicated what 
we.conceive to be the lines of march to 
be taken up, and the relations of the ob- 
jective points aimed at by the several 
armies, and everything thus far fully 
bears out eur speculations. The accom- 
plishment of this plan must divide com- 
‘| pletely the enemy’s force, give us pos. 
session of every strategic line in the 
South, and plant a Union force on every 
one of the rebel highways of communi- 
cation. But its very first moves cannot 
fail to have the effect of utterly discon- 
certing the plans of the rebel chiefs and 
defeating their combination. These are 
among the results that spring from a 
vigorous seizure of the initiative, and it 
is this special feature of the opening 
campaign to which we at present desire 
to call attention.

AN ACT to create the County of Lassen, 
to define its boundries, and provide 
for its organization. 

Sec. 1. There shall be framed out- of 
the Eastern portion of Plumas, and the 
Eastern portion of Shasta counties, a 
new county to be called Lassen county. 

Sec. 2. The boundary of Lassen coun- 
ty shall be as follows : Commencing on 
the boundary line dividing Sierra and 
Plumas Counties, at a point on the sum- 
mitof the ridge which crosses said boun- 
dary line, and which divides Long Val- 
ley ; thence following the summit of 
said ridge (Northwesterly,) which sepa- 
rates the waters of Feather River from 
those which flow into the Great Basin 
and Honey Lake Valley, to a point due 
South from the town of Susanville, thence 
due South to the summit of the ridge 
separating the waters which flow into 
the East Branch of the North Fork of 
Feather River, running through Indian 
Valley, from those which flow imto the 
Nerth Fork of Feather River, running 
through the Mountain Meadows ; thence 
following the summit of said ridge to a 
point due South from a point where the 
old and present travelled road from the 
Big Meadows via Hamilton’s Ranch first 
crosses the said North Fork of Feather 
River ; thence due North to the South- 
ern boundary liue of Shasta county ; 
thence West along said Boundary line 
to a point due South of the Black Butte 
Mountain ; thence due North to the 
Southern boundary line of Siskiyou coun- 
ty ; thence East along said boundary 
line to the Eastern boundary of the State; 
thence South along said line of Sierra 
and Plumas counties, to the place of be- 
ginning. 

Sec. 3. There shall be appointed by 
the Governor of this State, a County 
Judge for Lassen county, whose term 
of office shall continue until the First 
day of January, Eighteen Hundred and 
Sixty-six, and until his successor, at the 
next special Judicial Election is elected 
and qualified. 

Sec. 4. There shall he held an election 
for county officers, and for the location 
of the county seat of Lassen county, on 
the first Monday of May, Eighteen Hun- 
dred and Sixty-four, at which election 
shal] be chosen by the qualified voters of 
said county, one District Attorney, one 
County Clerk who shall be Ex-Officio, 
the Auditor, Recorder and Superinten- 
dent of Public Instruction ; one Sheriff, 
one County Surveyor, one County As- 
sessor, one Coroner, who ‘shall be ex- 
officio Public Administrator, and three 
Supervisors, and two Justices of the 
Peace, and two Constables for each 
Township in the county. 


Sec. 5. F. Drake, C. Stockton and N. 
Breed of Lassen county are hereby ap- 
pointed Commissioners to designate ad- 
ditional precincts to those already es- 
tablished within the boundaries of Las- 
sen county as may be necessary for the 
convenience of the voters, with such 
powers asa Board of Supervisors are 
now clothed by law. Said Commission- 
ers shall appoint Inspectors and judges 
of Election for the various precincts of 
said county. They shall also divide the 
various townships of said county into 
three districts, to be know as Supervi- 
sor District No. One, Two and Three, 
and one of the Supervisors whose elec- 
tion is herein provided for, shall be cho- 
sen from each of the said Districts, by 
the qualified electors thereof. Said Com- 
missioners shall be a Board of Canvass- 
ers, who shall receive the returns of elec- 
tion from the various precincts of said 
county, and it shall be their duty at the 
time in this Act specified, to canvass or 
count the votes given for the different 
officers, with power to issue certificates 
of election to each person receiving the 
highest number of votes given for each 
separate office. They shall also canvass 
the votes cast for County Seat, and shall 
declare the place receiving the highest 
number of votes the county seat of Las- 
sen county. 

Sec. 6. Said Commissioners shall meet

Sec. 12. The County Judge shall re- 
side and keep his office in the township 
where’the County Seat is located, and 
shall receive a salary of eight hundred 
dollars per annum, which shall be paid 
quarterly, as other county charges. He 
shall hold the Courts required by law, 
tobe held by County Judges, the same 
commencing on the first Monday in 
March, June, September and December, 
provided, however, the County Judge 
may call and hold special terms of Pro- 
bate Court, whenever public necessity 
may require. 

Sec. 13. The District Attorney shall 
receive a salary of four hundred dellars 
per annum, to be paid quarterly, and 
such other fees as are allowed by gene- 
rallaw Alloether County and Town- 
ship officers, not. specified in this Act, 
shall receive, as compensation, the fees 
allowed by Jaw in Plumas county, in 
this State. 

Szc. 14. The Board of Supervisors 
shall hold regular meetings at the Coun- 
ty Seat, the first Monday of March, June, 
September and December of each. year.

* OONGRESSIONAL CONVENTION. 


A number of our cotemporaries are 
expressing their views as to the proper 
mcde of nominating Congressmen, the 
coming Fall. We have not seen, as yet, 
any proposition that accords with our 
views, from any of them, except the 
general view taken by all, that the nom- 
ination be made in District Convention. 
This mode of nominating, we believe to 
be correct ; in fact, the only proper man- 
ner by which the popular will, in the 


several Districts may be legitimately ex- 


pressed. ‘But who is to call.the Conven- 
tion? We have no District Committee. 
We have no precedent to call Conven- 
tion of our own accord. We have all 
the machinery of party, and we believe 
the general’ rules governing political 
bodies, should govern in the present 
case, 

The State Central Committee is the 
managing agent of the party. Its or- 
ders, for the sake of unity, are obeyed. 
It.is composed of men from every por- 
tion of the State, and we know its de- 
liberations have always been held, with 
the sole view of advancing the interests 
of the Union party. Clothed with cer- 
tain powers, it has its duties to perform ; 
and the prinsipal duty is to preserve the 
party from becoming fragmentary. Of 
course, unless the party acknowledges 
the authority given by it to the Commit 
tee, there is an end of order and unity 
in the party. 

‘We believe the proper course is to 
await the action of the Central Commit- 
tee, and when it suggests a place and 
time for holding our District Convention, 
the delegates will meet under a warrant 
of authority, and, being once set in mo- 
tion, the future course will be clear. We 
can, when once legally assembled, elect 
our District Central Committee, and 
trace our existence, legitimately, back 
to the Union party and its authorities. 

In our opinion, the proper method is 
this: Let the State Central Committee 
call District Conventions, to be holden 
at Sacramento, at about the time the 
general State Convention is to be hold- 
en. Let it select some one of its own 
members to call the Convention to or- 
der, and the whole matter is accomplish- 
ed, simple, and yet conclusive. 

On the score of economy, the several 
counties will, doubtless, elect their dele- 
gates to serve inthe double capacity— 
of representatives in State, as well as 
District Conventions. This being the 
case, if the Conventions are holden at 
three separate places, away from Sacra- 
mento, and only aday or two in advance 
of'the time of the State Convention, it 
may be impossible to get the several 
bodies together in time ; while, if the 
time is placed a week in advance, it will 
be too heavy a charge on individual del- 
egates,; who would thus be kept away 
from their business a week or ten days 
longer than would be necessary. 

We object to the meeting of our Dis- 

 triet: Convention, this year, at Marysville, 
not On our own account, but because of 
objections we have heard from influen- 
tial Union men who'reside in the coun- 
ties west of the Sacramento river, and 
south of the city of Sacramento, who 
complain that they would be obliged to 
travel an'unnecessary distance te reach 
the place of Convention. The'same ob- 
jection would for any other year; but 
‘wespeak now on the assumption that 
the district delegates will be also riiem- 
bers of the State Convention. So far as 
fhe general convenience of our District 
is concerned however, we believe Marys- 
ville to be as central as any other town, 
and after this year will undoubtedly be 
‘the place selested as the point of meet- 
ing for Congressional Convention in the
